Dorm maids decide 
to keep on working

The residence chambermaids unanimously voted yes- 
terday to accept the contract offered by the administration 
at a closed meeting in RVC. 

Georges St*Amour, business agent for ttie Building àcrvices 
Employees Union, who has been representing the chambermaids, 
termed the situation a "disaster". He was disappointed thai the 
decision was unanimous because he felt the maids could still im- 
prove their situation. 

"However, we have made progress," he added, "as this is the 
first contract negotiated between the chambermaids and thé Uni- 
versity." 

The union failed to get the maids' contract to end on June 1, 
1068, the same date as that of the Buildings and Grounds Employ- 
ees. If this demand had been met by the University, the maids 
would have been able to bargain for one contract along with the 
other university employees. 

In the newly-negotiated contract, housemaids will receive $1.60 
an hour — up from $1.25; lincnmaids will now earn $1.75 an Hour. 

According to St-Amour tlicse salaries are substantially lower 
than those of other service worlccrs on campus. 

The chambermaids will work a 25-hour weelc at the men's 
residences and a 35-hour week at RVC. This will mean chamber- 
maids at Douglas Hall will start earning overtime before they do 
at RVC. 

St-Amour said this disparity will be negotiated next year be- 
fore their contract ends on June 1, 1060. 

"We did the sensible thing. This is not the time to strike," 
said one chambermaid after the meeting. The maids seemed re- 
lieved and satisfied that they had finally come to some concrete 
agreement. 

The spokesman for the University, said this "overwhelming" 
acceptance of the contract showed support from the rank and file 
of the union. •

They argue Council has been 
Ignoring or suppressing programs 
"relevant to the genuine needs of 
its constituents". 

The statement, which appears 
verbatim on page 2, specifically 
cites Council's inconsistencies on 
the question of student represent- 
ation in university government 
and inaction on the UGEQ re- 
port, student aid and housing. 

The inconsistencies and the 
apparent unwillingness of Coun- 
cil to deal with motions of "im- 
mediate importance" have made 
it impossible, the document 
•tatds, for both Wilson and Fe- 
kete to continue in their offices. 

Council's action on university 
government "contravenes the 
basic principles wc have advocat- 
ed... and destroys our confid- 
ence in the viability and legitim- 
acy of Council as the student 
governing authority." 

In an interview with the Daily, 
Wilson and Fekete announced 
! their intention to. continue. work- 



ing towards the goals they have 
outlined in Council. 

Fekete will continue to try to 
effect refor.m through "the mass 
media and individual contact" 
while Wilson said- he will work 
to "show students the falsity and 
oppression of their environment." 

Both advocated the overhaul 
of the present system of student 
government. 

Specifically, they suggested re- 
form of the electoral procedure, 
Introduction of on expanded 
five-or-six-man-^ecuUve to. hand- 
le the increasing work, and a . 
Speaker to replace the Students' 
Society President as- Chairman of 
Council meetings.

Wilson -Fekete statement 

W«, Mark Wilnn and John Fekete, believe it It now no longer 
possible for ut to continue In office as Vice-President (Ex- 
temal Affairt) and member of Students' Council (Director 
of Education) raipectively. 

The following considerations enter Into our decision: 

(1) On October 3, Council affirmed certain "essential 
conditions for participation by the student sector in Universi- 
ty-wlde governing bodies". Council then ordered that student 
representatives be named to committees of University Senate, 
although these conditions had not been met, and despite the 
Administration's continued and emphatic insistence that these 
conditions would not be met. This action contravenes the 
basic principles we have advocated and acted upon In office, 
and thus makes our position untenable. Moreover, the abfect 
absurdity of this action destroys our confidence In the vlabl- 
iity and legitimacy of Council as the student governing autho- 
rity. We believe that Tuesday morning's action profoundly 
and tragically counters the best Interests of the Students' 
Society. 

(2) We have put our best effort into preparing for Council 
|^egislt#ion which would permit It to continue asi a rational 
governing authority. Certain items, notably the UGEQ report 
and associated motions, are of Immediate importance because 
of time limitations. Others, such as Student Aid and Housing 
motions, not only are urgent for hundreds of students, but 
also show the way to clear and constructive action by a con- 
scientious student union. All were part of what we considered 
a minimum program for a. student government relevant to 
the genuine needs of Its constituents. Council clearly has no 
Intention of considering these matters in the foreseeable fu- 
ture, since it has to date "dealt" only with university govern- 
ment and has refused to hold any additional working sessions 
before a meeting on October 11 scheduled to deal exclusively 
with routine administrative matters: finances and constitu- 
tions. We have exhausted every possible test of Council's 
^good faith in this respect. W* can now only dissociate our- 
selves from the perpetration of fraud. 

(3) The presently constituted Council is an anti-democratic 
Vehicle for the suppression of the genuine interests of the 
Students' Society. . Voting records show that representatives 
of 3000 students. can and have outvoted representatives of 
8000 students on matters of major importance. Meaningful 
work toward our ob|ectives Is Impossible within this structure. 
We shall discharge our offices on a caretaker basis to the best 
<A our ability until October 26, 1967, or until the election of 
our successors, whichever Is sooner. After that our offices will 
bo effectively vacant.

UBC students' council Monday 
nighty narrowly defeated a nio> 
tloin' censuring Danny Stoffman, 
editor of the Ubytsey, for opi- 
nions expressed in his editorials. 

An amendment to fire Stotf- 
man, proposed by Engineering 
President Lynn Spraggs, was 
also defeated.

Cornell stops aid 
to lawbreakers 

A faculty-student com- 
mittee at Cornell University 
has recommended that the 
university abandon its policy 
of aiding students in troubje 
with the police. 

The committee was set up 
early this year after flare-ups 
over the use of marijuana, 
Vict war protests and charges 
of obscenity in the student 
magazine. 

Alan P. Sindler, chairman 
of the university's department 
of government who headed 
the study group, stated that 
present police policy of deli- 
vering the student to the uni- 
versity for punishment "re- 
tards the development of 
responsibility and maturity 
among students." 

Sindler suggested that the 
university continue to handle 
minor, on-campus infractions 
but that the proper authorities 
be called in for major offen- 
ces. , 

In cases where a student 
breaks the law without vio- 
lating the campus code 'of con- 
duct, the committee suggest- 
ed that it be up to Federal 
authorities, not the university, 
to decide to prosecute. 

The report said 'that "per- 
sistent action" by the univer- 
sity to minimize the marijua- 
na problem was "greatly pre- 
ferable to the assumption of 
that task by law-enforcement
